WILMINGTON -_ The 
Walgreens located at 277 
Main Street, Wilmington has 
shuttered its doors as of the 
close of business, Tuesday, 
June 30, 2015. 

“We’ve operated the store 
for eight years, it was not an 
easy decision,” Walgreens 
media spokesperson Phil 
Caruso told the Crier. 

In January, the 277 Main 
Street location was rumored 
to close. As_ previously 
reported, Wilmington store 
management told the Crier 
this was likely due to the 
sudden Reading closure, 
which occurred months 
prior. 

“We are currently operat- 
ing more than 8,200 stores in 
the U.S. We are not focusing 
on any particular geograph- 
ic area,” Caruso said. 

The drug store retailer pre- 
viously announced it would 
close 200 stores across the 
country. Caruso said this 
will occur over a period of 
time. “The 200 closings 
won’t happen all at once.” 

Last week the Brookline 
Walgreens closed. 

Caruso said that the 200- 
store closing was part of a 
cost-cutting and restructur- 
ing program. 

“We are closing some of 
our underperforming loca- 


tions,” he added. “It’s never, 
easy closing a store. We do 
expect to place employees in 
jobs in other area stores.” 

He had no information on 
other locations in the area 
at this point, including the 
Tewksbury location. 

In the company’s second 
quarter 2014 earnings call, 
president and CEO Greg 
Wasson cited the impact of 
real estate positioning with 
in the market 

as one of the factors in the 
store closings. Walgreens, 
Wilmington is located near 
Rite Aid and CVS. Wasson 
said the company wants to 
optimize the store footprint 
and “make sure our stores 
remain on the best corners 
in America.”

+ The Battle of Bunker Hill, on June 17, 1775, 
came less than two months after the initia- 
tion of the Revolutionary War at Concord 
and Lexington. While there has been an oral 
history of Captain John Harnden command- 
ing a company at Bunker Hill, there seemed 
to be no written record in Wilmington. 

‘ In the state archives, though, a document 
was found, addressed to the Committee on 
Clothing, listing men, many of them from 
Wilmington, asking that the committee pay 
to Captain John Harnden “the money for our 
coats as ordered by Congress.” The date of 
the letter is December 26, 1775. 


Gaptain Harnden 

_€apt. John Harnden was one of four broth- 

ers who fought in the Revolutionary War, 
they being Joseph, Joshua, Benjamin and 
John. Joseph died in December 1775 while 
sérving in the lines in Cambridge. He was 
probably the first man from Wilmington to 
die in that war. 
_ Joshua, after the war, became a colonel of 
militia. His ‘name is perpetuated in the 
Colonel Joshua Harnden Tavern, now owned 
by the Town of Wilmington. 

The third brother, John, probably lived in 
the home built by Richard Harnden some- 
time between 1665 and 1667, at what is now 
67 High St., Wilmington. He may have lived 
in his brother’s home — no one can be cer- 
tain. 

His brother Joseph built a home nearby 
which was destroyed by the state when 
Route 93 was constructed. That home was 
probably built in 1765, but this fact was not 
known until the night before it was burned.

I called this office before calling Washing- 

ton, and we assured her the call was a fake. These phone 
scams top the IRS list of tax scams that try to scare taxpay- 
ers into thinking they owe taxes and getting them to reveal 


personal information or to send cash. 


Hundreds of thousands of these calls have been reported, 
‘and the aggressive callers use threats of arrest, seizures of 
‘assets and worse. Remember this: if the IRS thinks that you 
‘owe taxes, they will always mail a bill, and will never demand 
immediate payment before giving you an opportunity to ques- 
tion or appeal the amount you supposedly owe. Nor will they 
lask for a credit card number over the phone or specify a pay- 
‘ment method such as a prepaid debit card (a favorite of the 
‘seammers). The IRS also alerts taxpayers to “phishing,” e- 
‘mail scams trying to hook some personal information. The 
IRS does not use e-mail regarding tax information.

colonial forces in the French and Indian 
War, at Ticonderoga or at Lake George, New 
York. He was one of the Wilmington men 
who served as a captain of militia in the 
days before the Revolution, and this indi- 
cates previous military service. 

In the days leading to the Battle of 
Concord and Lexington, The Colony of 
Massachusetts Bay formed a Provincial 
Congress, which met first at Cambridge, 
then at Concord, and then at Watertown. 
This government took over, ordering the 
towns to pay their tax money to the 
Provincial Receiver-General, instead of to 
the British Gen. Gage in Boston. 

Most importantly, it ordered that the local 
companies of militia elect their own officers, 
which was.to be a significant step in break- 
ing away from Great Britain. It ensured that 
there would be troops, which would not be 
commanded by officers loyal to the king. 

Wilmington at that time probably had 
three companies of militia. Capt. John 
Harnden was elected to command one of 
them. 

The Provincial Congress also ordered the 
formation of companies ready to march at a 
“minute’s notice,” these becoming the 
famous Minutemen companies who fought 
at Concord. 

Cadwallader Ford, Jr. became the captain 
of the Wilmington Minutemen. He probably 
commanded one of the militia companies, 
although this is not certain. His father had 
been a captain of militia. 

John Harnden became the lieutenant of 
the Minutemen. He was a few months older 
than Ford, and the fact that he was willing 
to serve in a rank below that which, it is to 
be presumed, he held in the militia, speaks 
much for his sense of duty and patriotism. 

The Wilmington 
Minutemen, together with the 
Minutemen from half a dozen 
towns in this part of the coun- 
ty, marched to Bedford. 
There was a _ rendezvous 
which had been set by the 
Committee on Safety of the 
Provincial Congress. 
Marching to Bedford were 
Minutemen from Billerica, 
Tewksbury, Wilmington, 
Reading and possibly other 
towns. 

At Bedford, Capt. Ebenezer 
Bridge of Billerica took com- 
mand, and the combined 
companies marched to 
Concord. They engaged with 
the British troops. at 
Meriam’s Corner and along 
the route as the British fled 
towards Boston. 


The Second Middlesex 


It is a popular impression 
that the men of Middlesex 
County and of Massachusetts 
sprang to arms, when need- 
ed, not only in the days of the 
Revolution, but earlier, in the 
days of the Colony of 
Massachusetts Bay and the 
Plymouth Colony. 

Coincident with the forma- 
tion of any town was the 
establishment of a church 
and of a local company of 
militia, called, in the very 
early days, the Trained (or 
Trayned) Band. 

Not much appears in the 
history books about the local 
companies of militia, but not 
only did they exist, but they 
also met for training at regu- 
lar intervals. They were the

military force of the early colony and every 
freeman capable of carrying arms had to 
belong. 

Capt. Edwin Johnson of Woburn wrote a 
book in 1651, 11 years after the founding of 
that town. Popularly called “Wonder 
Working Providence,” it actually has a much 
longer name. 

Johnson was the town clerk of Woburn and 
the commander of the militia. His book 
identified four military companies, of which 
the Woburn Trayned Band was the fourth. 

When Reading became a town, there was a 
trayned band. One of the sergeants, named 
as serving in Annapolis, Nova Scotia in 
Queen Anne’s War about 1710, was a 
Harnden from Reading. 

When Wilmington became a town in 1730, 
there was a lot of to-do about its first minis- 
ter, but there was very little discussion 
about a militia company. That was automat- 
ic. 

One of Wilmington’s early militia captains 
was Daniel Eames. Cadwallader Ford, 
Senior, was another. 

Those officers were named by the Colonial 
government, and there was a military struc- 
ture within that government. As early as the 
days before King Philips War (1675) there 
was a Major General Gookin reported as 
visiting the Indians at Pawtucket, near the 
Merrimack River. 

And, it can be noted, by being named by 
the Colonial government, those officers 
were, in fact, servants of the king. 

It was the election of officers, in 1774, 
which broke this long-standing tradition, 
and led the way to the Revolution. 

After the events of April 19, 1775, thou- 
sands of Colonials were besieging Boston. 
There. were Minutemen and militia, plus 
farmers and students, all streaming to 
Cambridge, where the Committee on Safety 
had set up headquarters, with Artemas 
Ward as the commanding general. 

Ward was a veteran of the French and 
Indian War. He did not have the advantage 
of having a staff, and the new military struc- 
ture had other problems. As a consequence, 
there were people in later years who criti- 
cized him in later years for not making 
efforts in certain directions, in the events 
leading to the Battle of Bunker Hill. 

It became necessary to have a new mili- 
tary structure, one that could be used to 
besiege General Gage and his troops. At the 
time, the Colonials were distrustful of any 
military force, and did not want one com- 
manded only by the Massachusetts 
Congress, as it was called. 

This led to the Massachusetts Congress 
appealing to the Continental Congress for a 
commanding officer to represent all the 
colonies. This was answered by the appoint- 
ment of George Washington to the com- 
mand. 

Also, new regiments would have to be 
raised, responsible to the new government. 
In a sense, it had to be a continental army, 
and it became such after Washington took 
command in Cambridge. The restructuring 
of the military was urgent, in those days 
after Concord. 

The Second Middlesex Regiment of Foot 
was one of the results of the restructuring. 
Quite possibly, there was such a regiment 
before they days of Lexington and Concord. 
Most definitely, there was a Second 
Middlesex after Concord. The colonel in 
command was Ebenezer Bridge. 

In almost all literature of Bunker Hill, the 
Second Middlesex is termed the Bridge 
Regiment, with about 200 men. 

In response to an appeal from Ward, the 
Congress authorized 30 regiments and set up 
pay schedules. It requested the Committee 
of Safety to appoint field officers. 

It is to be noted that the Committee on 
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fish ba left ie new y cell aicnes at home.

Each regiment was to be commanded bya 
colonel and would contain 10 companies: ‘at 
56 men and three officers. os 

Where possible, companies were’ sock: 
manded by captains known to the tfoops. 
But in many instances, there were captains’ 
from other towns or even counties, which led 
to difficulties in the structuring of the Tegi- 
ment. 

Bridge became Colonel Bridge. Capt. John 
Brooks of Reading became Major Brooks. 
John Harnden, who had been a lieutenant at 
Concord, became Capt. John Harnden. He 
set about enlisting a company, and many of 
his. men had _ been «Minutemen in 
Wilmington. 

Harnden’s company fought at Bunkér Hill, 
in the Redoubt, where the fiercest fighting 
took place. This was known in tradition in 
Wilmington, but no one ever seemed to have 
written down the names of those who 
served. 

An estimate of the number of men com- 
manded by Col. Bridge at Bunker Hill conies 
to about 200, and it is said that there’ were 
seven companies. This would give an aver- 
age of not more than 30 men to a company. 


The Coat List af 

In the Massachusetts State Archives, there 
is a list of men who served in Capt. 
Harnden’s company. In December _1775, 
more than six months after Bunker- Hill, 
they signed their names to a petition, asking 
for their “coat money.” 

When the captains were enlisting | itheip 
companies, the Provincial Congress allowed 
a bonus of one new coat to anyone. who 
would enlist. Aa 

The list found in the archives was made up 
about eight or nine months after the men 
had enlisted. An inspection of the list, and a 
little thought, brings out a couple of points. 

There are 43 or 44 names of enlisted men. 
The company was allowed 56. Theré were 
perhaps 30 in the line in the Redoubt ‘at 
Bunker Hill. Maybe Harnden did not have 
his entire company, and other captains had 
even fewer men. Maybe some of Harnden’s 
men had already received their coats. ‘Dil 
he, in fact, have a full company? 

Or, is one of the reasons that some names | 
are not on the petition because Harnden 
would not allow it? 

Traditionally, there were a lot of ‘fhe 
Colonials who were supposed to be in the 
line at Bunker Hill who were, in fact, in. back 
of the lines. In some cases, there may, have 
been good reasons. In other cases, some 
men were avoiding duty. Capt. Harnden may 
have had some such men, and it is possible 
that he did not allow them to sign. re 

Some of the names are not those “of 
Wilmington men, as a guess. Sgt. William 
Blanchard was a Wilmington Minuteman 
who was born in Billerica, and who came 
from a family that lived in Andover. His 
name does not appear, yet there are three 
Blanchard names, Joshia, Jothan 
(Jonathan) and Timothy. Were they broth- 
ers or other relatives of William? 

Ten or twelve of the signatures in the. ‘left 
column appear to have been written by, the 
same hand. This raises several possibilities. 
Was it a case of soldiers being unable:to 
write? Were they absent at the time the peti- 
tion was written? 

The name John Harnden appears in the 
lower right. There is no question about that. 
It is an authentic signature of one at the 
heroes of Wilmington’s past. ‘ 

And let it be noted, there were other. men 
from Wilmington who served at Bunker Hill 
who were not in the Harnden company.., ; ,;

Patriotism and our veterans 


Several weeks ago a high school classmate of mine took his 
own life. He left behind a distraught family and community 
of friends heartbroken - not just for his loss but also for his 
suffering. 

His obituary said he lost his battle with PTSD. This man 
was a retired veteran of the U.S. Army, having served in 
Bosnia and the Second Gulf War. He was 41 years old. 

In my position as editor, I’ve seen far too many obituaries 
for veterans in our communities. Too many young men los- 
ing their battles with PTSD. 

Suicide among our veterans is at epidemic levels. 

A 2013 Veterans Administration study estimates that a vet- 
eran coramits suicide every 65 minutes. That’s 22 veterans 
lost every day. That study also acknowledges that the esti- 
mate is likely low. Another study estimates that the suicide 
rate among veterans is more than twice that of civilians. 

Whatever this country is doing to address the mental 
health needs of our veterans is, clearly, not-nearly enough. 

Saturday was National Post-Traumatic Stress Disorder 
(PTSD) Awareness Day. The Wounded Warrior Project put 
out some specialized information Saturday through social 
media highlighting programming areas for mind, body, eco- 
nomic empowerment, and engagement. 

I spoke with Congressman Seth Moulton during a visit to 
Shawsheen Tech a few months back about his efforts, 
announced during his campaign, to improve VA health care 
access and quality, especially for those suffering from post- 
traumatic stress (PTS), by dramatically increasing funding 
for mental health care and streamlining the VA claims 
approval process. 

Moulton’s first legislation is The VA Education Training 
and Sustainability (VETS) legislation package, which offers 
four bills aimed at improving the talent pipeline at Veterans 
Affairs (VA) medical facilities across the country. The bills 
focus on “recruiting new talent to the VA, investing in exist- 
ing employees, retaining staff and improving oversight of 
employee incentive and training programs to make it easier 
for the VA to recruit top health care professionals and then 
give them the loan forgiveness programs and other things 
they need to stay at the VA and continue serving our veter- 
ans,” said Moulton in an interview recently with NPR. 

The legislation follows on the heels of Moulton’s own chal- 
lenging VA experience this winter, when he tried to navigate 
the system for a hernia operation. 

While this legislative package, if passed, will likely help 
improve access to quality care for veterans, I’m sorely dis- 
appointed that it does little to address PTS and his plans set 
forth during the campaign. 

For locals that know a veteran suffering with PTS, know 
that there are tremendous resources available online, on the 

_ phone and in person, especially through the Veterans Agents 
in nearly every town. 

The ultimate expression of patriotism ought to be the 

exemplary care we give to the men and women that fight to 
protect our nation. This Independence Day, when enjoying a 
parade, fireworks, or a BBQ with family and friends perhaps 
take a moment to reach out to your state and federal legis- 
lators and urge them to do more for mental health care for 
our veterans. Perhaps if enough people clamor

It is our belief that the 
more that people are aware 
of the river and our water 
resources the more they will 
want to take care of it. 

The River provides drink- 
ing water for about 330,000 
people for 21 communities. 
Unfortunately it was 
deemed one of the most 
endangered rivers in the 
country by American Rivers 
in 2003 due to pressures from 
water withdrawals. It is_a 
regional recreational and 
economic treasure and the 
life blood of, wildlife and 
humans alike, from source 
to sea. Keep your eye out for 
these signs in Wilmington 
and more in the future.

; Greece. The Greek government’s decision to pull out 

of debt-relief negotiations with the rest of Europe 

‘ ‘was a shock. Essentially, the Greek government has doubled 
down on confrontation with its creditors—and very possibly 

- {eliminated the possibility of any agreement at all. We should 

_ expect more provocative headlines to follow in the days 
ahead. 

; Beyond the headlines, though, the reality is that the dam- 

age from this crisis is likely to be small. Remember: 

, ¢ Greece makes up a very small part of the European 

_egono my and an even smaller part of the global economy. 

¢ Everyone has seen this coming for a long time. 

¢. Markets are reacting, to be sure, but in a measured way.

, Greece is a problem, but it is primarily a problem for the 
resis and, to a smaller extent, for the Europeans. For the 
U.S., although we should pay attention, there is no reason 
for panic at this point. We’ve seen this movie before, in 2011. 

. Everyone—Europe, the U.S., and their banking systems—is 
» jnuch stronger and better prepared this time. So, I think this 
- too shall pass. 
- What are the ramifications for Greece’s withdrawal from 
negotiations? 
,- This crisis has resulted because Greece borrowed too 
,; mauch money. It simply can’t pay back the funds and is now 
relying on external creditors to keep its financial system, 
. including its banks, open. The Greek withdrawal from nego- 
_ tiations means that the existing financial support will expire 
Shortly, and payments—which, again, the Greeks cannot 
.make—will start coming due. 
, dn the very short term (i.e., this week), the European 
Central Bank (ECB) has stopped providing additional sup- 
port to the Greek banking system. This has forced the clo- 
sure of that banking system and put a limit on the amount 
that can be taken from ATMs to prevent excessive with- 
drawals. The country’s stock market has also shut down. 
This will hold until the referendum on Sunday, July 5, when 
the Greek people will be asked to decide whether to agree to 
continued cuts in spending in exchange for continued finan- 
cial support. 

If the people vote “no,” then this week is the first stage of 
what could be a very nasty exit (or “Grexit”) from the euro- 
zone and the European Union (EU). No one knows exactly 
what will happen because it has never happened before. It 
+.Was never supposed to happen. This uncertainty is fueling 
- the fear that investors are feeling right now. Although a deal 

remains possible, it is increasingly unlikely, and govern- 
ments and markets are preparing for a Greek default and 

exit. 
iJ Why there’s little need to worry 

, What the markets are telling us, though, is that a Grexit 

“may be much less damaging than expected. What is most 
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Why the Greek Crisis Probably Won‘t Hurt the U.S. 


surprising is how little reaction there has been so far. Yes, 
European markets are down—but not excessively so. You 
hear resignation and disbelief, rather than panic. 

There even seems to be a sense of relief that a resolution 
to this multiyear issue may finally be at hand. 

This lack of reaction makes sense. Expected events may be 
tragic, but they aren’t shocking. The Greek default has long 
been foreshadowed, and a great deal of work has been done 
to protect against just this event—much as we saw with Y2K 
more than a decade ago. Economies and financial systems 
around the world are much more solid than they were in the 
last crisis. Arguably, the eurozone and EU would even be 
better off, economically at least, without Greece. Eliminate 
the constant drama and uncertainty and countries could 
focus more on moving forward and less on resolving past 
problems. 

The lack of reaction makes sense when you look at the fun- 
damentals as well. Apart from Greece, European economic 
growth is accelerating, according to Bloomberg economics. 
The U.S. economy is also in the best condition it has been in 
since the financial crisis. With both the U.S. and Europe 
growing more quickly, the likelihood that a Greek default 
would rock the world is much less than it was five years ago. 

The world financial system is also well prepared for a 
Grexit. Most Greek debt is now in public hands, not private, 
meaning a Lehman-like wave of contagion in the private 
sector is unlikely. The ECB has already started a quantita- 
tive easing program to support the European economy, and 
it could easily take additional steps to counter any problems 
stemming from a Greek default. Fundamentally, from both 
an economic and financial perspective, there is no obvious 
reason to panic. 

Finally, as mentioned earlier, this all happened before 
back in 2011. Then, panic ensued because no one was pre- 
pared. Now, we are. Then, economies were still shrinking. 
Now, they are growing. Then, banking systems were weak 
and exposed. Now, they are much stronger and less exposed. 

In short, any Greek default—which looks probable, 
although not certain—would cause damage, but that dam- 
age would most likely be limited and nothing to worry 
about, even in Europe itself. Here in the U.S., we are even 
more insulated and thus less vulnerable. Although risks 
remain, any damage here in the U.S. should be both limited 
and short lived.

jpereent rate increase so 
they could plan their budg- 
ets accordingly, with no sur- 
prises facing them at budget 
time.

operating budget is project-

tu est Montreal? Well, the second largest city in 
Canada is an afternoon’s ride, but a world away. 
Whether driving up or flying in, Montreal is a most 
“enjoyable destination. The former host city of the 1976 
Summer Olympics, and the 1967 World’s Fair, Montreal 
retains several of the distinct structures that were emblems 
of those events including the Olympic Stadium, Tower of 
Montreal, and the giant biosphere, a geodesic dome 
designed by Buckminster Fuller. A passport is needed to 
enter Canada, and you will need Canadian currency, though 
credit cards are widely used and ATMs abound. 

Montreal is an extremely diverse city that is navigable by 
ear, foot, bus or metro. Boasting a population of nearly two 
‘million people, the city is safe and cosmopolitan. Whether 
you’ visit the Old City or the city center, seek art or cuisine, 
Montreal delivers. Montreal is famous for its bagels and you 
haven’t lived until you’ve had one hot.out of the oven at 
Fairmount Bagel. Poutine is another Montreal specialty- 
ftench fries smothered in a salty gravy. Some of the best 
poutine is sold at a place shaped like a giant orange called 
Orange Julep on Sherbrooke. Have the frothy, orange drink 
with your fries. Thin Armenian meat pizzas are called lah- 
majun and are take- out specialties from Arouch around the 
city, and smoked meat is the pastrami of the North found in 
many Jewish delis in the city. y 

To walk off all of that goodness, make your way to Ile Notre 
Dame and walk around the Formula 1 race track- just used 
this month for the Grand Prix du Canada. Climb the steps 
of St. Joseph’s Oratory and see the carillon (a 56 bronze bell 
instrument) or the gigantic Beckerath organ, one of only ten 
in the world, and gaze out over the city from the basilica. Or 
hike around Mont Royal park and feed the raccoons and 
‘enjoy the views. Montreal is named for Mont Royal and is 
‘technically an island, bordered by the St. Lawrence Seaway 
‘on'one side and the Riviére-des-Prairies on the other. While 
‘French is the official language, English translations are 
‘everywhere and people are happy to indulge any courteous 
inquiry. 

Indoor attractions that are family friendly include the 
Thséctarium and the Montreal Biodome. Marvel at the insect 
‘mliseum and its creepy creatures or take a walk through 
‘ecosystems of the Americas. Animal exhibits are informa- 
‘tive and engaging and these are terrific places for kids. 
‘Back outside you can also tour the Olympic park and the 
Botanical Gardens. A short drive from the city is Mont- 
‘Saifit-Hilaire, a nature preserve owned by McGill University 
‘that: boasts hiking trails ‘and panoramic views. ‘Known as 
‘the Gault Nature Preserve, this is a nice place to hike with 
‘family on fairly moderate terrain. 

‘Get-your passport ready, your hikers packed up, and your 
‘appetite ready to go. Our neighbor to the north has some 
neat things i in store for you - plan a trip to Montreal soon!

Tsarnaev looked down and 
rubbed his hands together 
as the judge pronounced his 
fate: execution, the punish- 
ment decided by the jury 
last month for the 2013 
attack that killed three peo- 
ple and wounded more than 
260 others. 

The apology came after 
Tsarnaev listened for about 
three hours as a procession 
of 24 victims and survivors 
lashed out at him for his 
“cowardly” and “disgust- 
ing” acts. 

“He can't possibly have 
had a soul to do such a hor- 
rible thing,” said Karen 
Rand McWatters, who lost 
a leg in the attack and 
whose best friend, 29-year- 
old Krystle Campbell, was 
killed. 


Campbell's mother, 
Patricia Campbell, looked 
across the room at 


Tsarnaev, seated about 20 
feet away, and spoke direct- 
ly to him. 

“What you did to my 
daughter is disgusting,” she 
said. “I don't know what to 
say to you. I think the jury 
did the right thing.” 

Rebekah Gregory, a Texas 
woman who lost a leg in the 
bombing, defiantly told 
Tsarnaev she is not his vic- 
tim. 

“While your intention was 
to destroy America, what 
you have really accom- 
plished is actually quite the 
opposite — you've unified 
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us,” she said, staring 
directly at Tsarnaev. 

Bill Richard, whose 8- 
year-old son Martin was 
the youngest person killed 
in the bombing, noted that 
his family would have pre- 
ferred that Tsarnaev 
receive a life sentence so 
that he could contemplate 
his crimes. 

Richard said his family 
has chosen love, kindness 
and peace, adding: “That is 
what makes us different 
than him.” 

Tsarnaev assured the sur- 
vivors he was paying atten- 
tion to their words. 

“All those who got up on 
that witness stand and that 
podium relayed to us, to me 
— I was listening — the suf- 
fering that was and the 
hardship that still is, with 
strength and with patience 
and with dignity,” he said. 

The judge was required 
under the federal death 
penalty law to impose the 
jury's death sentence for 
an attack prosecutors said 
was carried out by 
Tsarnaev and his older 
brother, Tamerlan, to retal- 
iate for U.S. actions in 
Muslim countries. 
Tamerlan, 26, was killed 
during a getaway attempt 
days after the bombings. 

Tsarnaev's apology was 
peppered with religious ref- 
erences and praise of 
Allah. He asked that Allah 
have mercy upon him and 
his dead brother. 

Tsarnaev will almost cer- 
tainly be sent to the death 
row unit at the federal pen- 
itentiary in Terre Haute, 
Indiana, where Oklahoma 
City bomber Timothy 
McVeigh was executed. It 
could take years or even 
decades for his appeals to 
work their way through the 
courts.

' The: race kicks off from 
Yawkey Way before looping 
across the Charles River 
and .around Memorial Drive 
before delivering runners 
through the gates of Fenway 
Park and across home plate. 
: “It’s. not every day that you 
get see some of those land- 
marks and be a part of 
something like that,” 
Cimaglia laughed. 

But for Cimaglia, the race 
is more than just a chance 
to go sightseeing or enjoy 
some exercise. The needs 
and care for veterans has 
been a critical cause for his 
family for years, going back 
to Cimaglia’s father’s serv- 
ice during the first Gulf War.

Getting the chance to help 
chip away at that massive 
distress which our veterans 
labor under every day is 
more than enough for 
Cimaglia to get involved. 

The race is known to 
attract runners and walkers 
in all shapes and sizes, with 
many participants coming 
from military backgrounds, 
including a significant num- 
ber recently returned from 
active duty. Some even elect 
to run in full military uni- 
form with their packs still 
on their backs. 

For Cimaglia, the chance 
to stand with these proud 
individuals is as good a rea- 
son as any to sign up for the 
race. 

“T think there’s going to be 
some amazing stories and 
some really incredible sto- 
ries at the event,” Cimaglia 
said. “It’s a testament to 
their courage and their per- 
severance, and I think being 
around that will be a reward 
in and of itself.”

Zoo New England participates in the Markhor Species 
Survival Plan (SSP), which is a cooperative, inter-zoo program 
coordinated nationally through the Association of Zoos and 
Aquariums (AZA). SSPs are designed to maintain genetically 
diverse and demographically stable captive populations of 
species. This birth is the result of a recommended breeding. 

Markhors are native to the Himalayan Mountains. Their 
range includes northern India, Pakistan, and Afghanistan, and 
they can typically be found living around or above the tree line. 
The largest of the wild goat species, markhor have broad hooves 
and striking spiral horns that can grow to five feet long in 
mature males. 

A few weeks after the markhor was born, on June 12 a 
Caribbean flamingo chick hatched. The Caribbean flamingos 
have laid 23 eggs this season and many more hatches are 
expected. Throughout the spring, guests have had the opportu- 
nity to observe flamingo courtship behavior and nest building, 
and will now have the opportunity to watch the parents care for 
the chick. 

Stone Zoo has had a highly successful Caribbean flamingo 
breeding colony for many years. The first breeding occurred in 
1994, and it has continued through the years with a total of 79 
hatches. Flamingos breed most readily in high density breeding 
colonies. The ideal breeding conditions must include easy 
access to water as well as a 
shallow muddy area. 
Flamingos build their nests 
by mounding up piles of mud, 
which can measure up to two 
feet tall. Both in the wild and 
in captivity, the high density, 
muddy breeding colonies can 
become rather aromatic. A 
single egg is laid and is incu- 
bated by both parents. Both 
parents are active in rearing 
the chick. 

Caribbean flamingo chicks 
are born white and develop 
their distinctive pink color at 
around two to three years of 
age. Caribbean flamingos 
have a richer scarlet/rosy 
plumage compared to that of 
the Chilean flamingo, a flock 
of which is exhibited at 
Franklin Park Zoo. The flock

A bit overlong at 115 min- 
utes, Ted 2 is still a very 
funny and very engaging. 

It’s not a perfect sequel. 
The celebrity cameos are 
often overwhelmed by gross 
out gags. Still, for what is 
has to say about human 
“being,” as well as the 
wealth of fantastic one lin- 
ers, this is a worthy sequel 
that proves MacFarlane can 
milk almost any situation, 
social or psychological, as 
long as it comes out of the 
mouth of a stuffed bear with 
a hard Boston accent. This 
even applies to moments of 
extreme bad taste (as when 
Ted and John shout sad sug- 
gestions to an improv 
group) and under-utilized 
settings (like New York 
Comic-Con).

In the film from Pixar, 
“Inside Out,” five basic 
emotions govern each of us. 
For young Riley (voiced by 
Kaitlyn Dias), Joy (voiced 
by Amy Poehler) comes 
first and forms a fast bond 
with the girl. But soon 
enough, along come 
Sadness (voiced by Phyllis 
Smith), Fear (voiced by Bill 
Hader), Anger (voiced by 
Lewis Black) and Disgust 
(voiced by Mindy Kaling). 

Throughout her child- 
hood in Minnesota, filled 
with friends, ice hockey, and 
love and affection from her 
parents (voiced by Diane 
Lane and Kyle McLachlan), 
Joy plays the lead role in 
Riley’s life, though Fear, 
Anger and Disgust all make 
important contributions, as 
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well. 

The purpose of Sadness 
is less defined until Riley’s 
dad gets a new job and the 
family moves to San 
Francisco. Sadness starts 
getting her hands on Riley’s 
“core memories” - the mem- 
ories that shape her person- 
ality and identity - causing 
her to break down in tears 
as she introduces herself to 
her classmates at her new 
school. 

Joy’s bid to undo that 
damage leads to her and 
Sadness getting lost in the

be far less than originally 
suggested... 

“‘The last Town Meeting, 
we postponed the budget 
and one of the major rea- 
sons was water and sewer. 
What happened?’ inquired 
Beacon Street resident 
Darin Leahy. 

“Just a month ago, water 
bills were expected to climb 
by around $100 next year for 
the average three-person 
household in Stoneham, as 
significant revenue shortfall 
was expected to drive rates 
up by at least $1. 

“Now, based on new pro- 
jections, town officials 
believe they can limit that 
water rate increase to 
around 25 cents next year, 
meaning the average 
Stoneham family will 
instead see a $25 increase in 
their water bills. 

“Sewer rates are expect-

A new cannon 


An exciting addition to this 
year's festivities is a’ new 
reproduction 18th-century can- 


non. Costumed historians will 


’ fire the cannon for the first 


time on July 3rd, with subse- 
quent demonstrations through 
the weekend. The cannon has 
been in production since last 
fall, and is a working model of 
a so-called Heavy 3-Pounder, 
meant to fire 3-pound balls. The 
cast-iron cannon barrel was 
made in the 1970s by the 
LaPans Foundry in Hudson 
Falls, New York, and pur- 
chased by Old Sturbridge 
Village a few years ago. 

The cannon carriage has 
been a joint project among 
museum staff, volunteers and 
outside consultants. Its styling 
and construction echoes that of 
the British cannon carriages 
commonly in use during the 
mid- to late-18th century. Using 
period images of these car- 
riages and their construction, 
carpenter Jonathan Duvall, a 
volunteer at the Village, 
shaped and assembled the 
wood components of the car- 
riage. Starting in November of 
last year, the Village's black- 
smiths began the laborious 
task of researching, planning, 
and finally forging all the cor- 
rect iron hardware for the car- 
riage based on the same 
images. Blacksmith Jymm 
Hoffman of Hoffman's Forge in 
Ambridge, Pennsylvania was 
called in to help the black- 
smiths, as he is a specialist in 
iron hardware for cannon car- 
riages of the period. 
Throughout the winter and 
spring, Village blacksmiths 
have continued to work closely 
with Duvall to fit all the neces- 
sary pieces of hardware to the 
wood.
